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Commissioners’ Report. 


To Tue CiTizENS OF GRAFTON COUNTY: 


We are once more called upon to report you the finan- 
cial standing, with the several reports of county officials. 

The expenses at the almshouse have somewhat increased, 
partly on account of the increase in help, having a night 
watchman and a woman who looks after the comforts of the 
insane and sick inmates and the general comforts of the un- 
fortunate who are obliged to call upon public charity for 
assistance. The buildings have been newly painted outside 
and the front part painted and papered inside. / 

The waterworks have been completed so we now have 
an abundance of water for sanitary and fire purposes with 
every facility for extinguishing fire to protect inmates and 
property. 

The general excess of expense can be partially accounted 
for by the payment of a sum voted to Ira Whitcher by the 
County convention and sustained by the court amounting to 
the sum of $3,272.68 besides the sum of $817.50 due Ira 
Whitcher as balance of appropriation which was not shown 
in outstanding accounts of last year. 

The tax question has been settled, and it now looks as 
though another year might bring harmony and prosperity to 
the community.

H.:—Ashland, Alexandria, Bristol, Bridgewater, Campton, 
Dorchester, Ellsworth, Groton, Hebron, Holderness, Plym- 
outh, Rumney, Thornton, Warren, Wentworth and Water- 
ville. The following towns direct to W. F. Parker, Fran- 
conia, N. H.:—Easton, Enfield, Canaan, Franconia, Grafton, 
Hanover, Lebanon, Lincoln, Lyme, Orford, Orange and 
Woodstock. -The following towns may direct to H. F. 
Green, Littleton, N. H.:—Bethlehem, Benton, Bath, Haver- 
hill, Landaff, Littleton, Lisbon, Lyman, Livermore, Monroe, 
and Piermont. 

- We desire to call your notice to Chapter 27, Sections 9, 
10, 11, and Chapter 85, Sections 1, 2, 4, 5,14 and 15 of the 
Public Statutes, and inform you that no bills will be parp 
for more than thirty days’ support previous to the proper 
affidavits being furnished us according to the requirements 
of these statutes. The evidence as to the settlement must 
show the name, age, place of present or former residence of 
the applicant since 1880; the amount of property owned by 
and taxed to them in any place since Jan. 1, 1880; whether 
married or single; if married, when and to whom; if under 
the age of thirty years, the name and place and residence of 
parents; the amount of property owned by and taxed to. 
either of them; if they have received any aid, when and by 
whom; where they have lived since 1880, and any other ma- 
terial facts bearing upon the matter. 

We also call your attention to Chapter 58, Section 1, 
Pamphlet Laws of 1883, entitled “An act for the punish- 
ment of parents who neglect to provide for the support of 
their minor children,” and to report any such case at once

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to the commissioners, so that such delinquents may be com- 
pelled to perform their duty to their legitimate offspring. 

We would also call your attention to Chapter 84, Sec- 
tions 9, 10 and 11, Public Statutes, in relation to aid fur- 
nished to indigent soldiers, and providing for entrance to 
the Soldiers’ Home in certain cases, and request you to see 
that the provisions of said statutes are complied with before 
furnishing aid at the expense of the County. 

You are requested to present to the County Commis- 
sioners during the first week of each term of Court all legal 
claims which said town has against said county for the sup- 
port of county paupers. 

You are also requested to look after the interests of 
said paupers, and be surxE that each pauper gets a dollar’s 
worth of goods for a dollar, and settle no bills that are not 
particularly itemized as regards weight, quantity and price. 

We would again urge upon the overseers of the poor 
throughout the County the importance of their aid and co- 
operation in the care of the county poor. The paupers off 
the farm receive aid in the towns in which they live, and are 
directly under your care, and we request you to personally 
inspect each case and be able to see that none of the poor 
suffer, and that the money of the county is properly ex- 
pended. Tax-payers and citizens are cordially invited to 
visit the Almshouse during the coming year, and to co-oper- 
ate with the management for the benefit of the unfortunate 
poor of the County.

To THE ‘HonoRABLE COMMISSIONERS AND CITIZENS OF 
GRAFTON COUNTY: 


In fulfilment of the mission by you imposed upon me as 
attending physician to the Grafton county almshouse from 
January Ist, 1894, to January Ist, 1895, I hereby submit my 


annual report. 
Obviously, by the death record there has been an un- 


usual amount of sickness during the past year. Without 
exception all the deaths were of old age or of some inherited 
weakness, which in accordance with the laws of nature, 
death was unavoidable. There has been no epidemic or con- 
tagious fevers of any kind and not one whose death is re- 
corded was sick any considerable length of time. 

The improvements during the past year are of the high- 
est commendation and are worthy of notice. The night 
watchman whose periodical visits to each ward is recorded 
by an electric clock, denoting the exact time each patient 
has received his or her medicine and care of the night. 

Every attention to sanitary cleanliness to the institu- 
tion has been observed, new floors, painting, papering and 
the observance to those whose duty it was, has met careful 
consideration. Added to the comfort of the patients is a 
nurse whose duty it is to see that every attention is received 
that is required and nothing is neglected that could be done 
to make the patients more comfortable. A fire escape has 
been added for the protection of the inmates, also hose with 
plenty of water for immediate use, in case of fire, in every 
ward. The institution is well heated throughout. Ventila- 
tion is somewhat at fault. All have comfortable rooms and 
beds and each inmate is provided with plenty of clothes and 
good nourishing food. 

The inmates seem happy and contented and an obsery- 
ance of their appreciation, sympathy and kindness shown 
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them is made manifest by their smiling and contented ex- 
pressions. 

All are kept clean and an observance to the laws of 
health are rendered to each and every inmate.

To the superintendent, matron and others engaged in 
the ever watchful care and attention of the inmates, I wish 
to express my thanks and appreciation of their kindness for 
the many courtesies I have received in trying to make com- 
fortable those who are more unfortunate than we.

Some of the inmates are as intelligent as average people

I am glad to again bear testimony to the kindness of

Of the three civil cases pending in Courtat the termina- 
tion of the last official year in which the County was a party, 
two have been disposed of, viz: Grafton County vs. Haver- 
hill, and Ira Whitcher vs. Grafton county. No decision has 
been reached in the Almy reward cases, in which the County 
was one of the petitioners.
